A proclamation suspending the Alb 
University Carnival activitlea for the 
year 1988, was issued by the Student 
Council following an executive seseion 
called Sunday afternoon by Prealdent 
Elton Billings. The proelantation was 
made after Valpeau Darling, Engineer* 
ing School representative, presented a 
motion which read: 

“I move In view of the preecnt 
economic condltione of the country 
in general and the atudente.of The 
George Washington Univereity In 
particular, we do not hold n carni- 
val thia year.** 

A vote of seven to one passed the 
motion. Jack Goode, Law School rep- 
resentative, opposed its passage with 
the statement that a weeks' delay be* 
fore reaching a decision would give 
the Council a better idea as to the ad- 
visability of disbanding this year's car- 
nival. 

Though activities will be suspended 
this year, the council went on record 
as "l^ing heartily in accordance with 
the efforts of the present carnival bewrd 
of directors in forming a permanent 
ndnlnlstrative board for developing 
Lh>‘ < srnivu) as an annual project and 
;i contift'mu«» activity," it- was learned

Student Carnival Proclamation 

Whereas, the economic condition of our country is unpre- 
cedented and, whereas, the commercial situation of our locality 
is decidedly uncertain at present, and, whereas, these conditions 
are appreciably reflected in the financial condition of the stu- 
dent b^y, demanding the curtailment of expenditures wherever 
possible, and, whereas, the carrying out of a project of such 
proportions as a University Carnival requires financial backing 
and^ample credit facilities, and, whereas in view of the afore- 
said financial conditions of the student body, the Student Coun- 
cil as representative of the student body, does not feel that it 
should sponsor any project having for its purpose the raising 
of a large fund for University activities at this time, especially 
where students would be called upon for financial support, and, 
whereas, it would be impracticable, inexpedient, and inadvisable 
for student organizations to proceed under the circumstances. 
. Be it resolved. That, we, the Student Council of The George 
Washington University, hereby proclaim that the University 
Carnival be dispensed with for the present vear.

Slufleiits Should Know Own 
Activity Limits^ Claim 
Council 


The Student Council abolished the 
activity point system last Wednesday 
night by a vote of 8-1. 

This act brought to a close an in- 
vestigation which started last fall when 
a moratorium was declared on the sysr 
tem, due to general dis^atisfdction to-i 
wards it on the part of campus activi- 
ties. 

The investigating committee, com- 
posed of Betty Coon, chairman, and 
Dorothy Neiss, reported the following 
findings and recommended its abolish- 
ment on these grounds; 

“1- ^ great number of the student 
body are part-time studenU, both dayj 
and night, who have outside business 
interests. Tjhese students need no sys- j 
tem to tell Vthem their linlits as to | 
extra-cuirici/lWr activity. i 

“2. To function properly, such a sys- 
tem should be compulsory, which would 
require a detailed and elaborate filing 
system containing names and actlvi- 
tles^» if ail persons registered in the 
Unhreraity. We feel certain that no 
student would be willing to give bhe 
t^die required for the succeaa of such an 
undertaking without some compensa- 
tion.

A series of questions was asked 
Floyd in an effort to present the di- 
rrotor’s views on the council proclama- 
tion. Floyd apparently felt that he 
was being placed in an unusual posi- 
tion when questioned, because the coun- 
cil made no mention as to whether the 
present carnival board was disbanded 
or not. '

Answer: “J was approached by a 
council member last week who spoke to 
me about the matter and I suggested 
that any decision should be put off for 
two weeks." 

Four: "Do you think that within the 
next two weeks thei-e is a possibility of 
a change of economic conditions which 
would enable you to put on a carni- 
val?” 

Answer; "Yes, 1 do think there is 
such a possibility." 

Five: “Should the council permit 
you to go ahead with carnival person- 
nel organizations, would you do so?" 

Answer: “Should the council allow 
me to do so. I would be glad to assist 
in any way that would reflect to the 
benefit of the carnival and the Uni- 
versity.”

Bom an idealist and romanticist, 
Martines Sierra, author of “The Ro- 
mantic Young Lady,” reflects in all of 
hie writings, and even in hie mode of 
living, these abstract characteristics. 

Martines was born in Madrid on 
March 6, 1861. After attending numor- 
oua public and private schools during 


verslty of Madrid, where his idealistic 
individualism boded no good. After hie 
second year in college a hatred arose m 
Sierra for battlee of all kinds and be- 
cause of this unfortunate fact, he fail- 
ed history. Such a state of affairs 
soon ftecessitated dropping his aca- 
demic carder. 

However, being a rather precocious 
young man, he wrote his hrst play 
when he was 17. The “Song of Labor” 
was entared in a pUy contest. This 
was an unfortunate move on his part for 
the Judges declared it null and void, be- 
cause all of the entries were so uni- 
formly poor. This hit young Sierra 
rather hard, and, forthwith, he stopped 
writing dramatic productions for 10 
years. 

Soon after this happening^ he started 
his own newspaper and also secured 
positions with various groups of play- 
ers in Madrid, thus -Acquiring practical 
dramatic' experience. 

Successful Writer 

Eventually when he resumed his 
writing his success was almost monot- 
onous. Sierra was both prolific as well 
as successful. He has' written in all, 
46 plays; translated and adapted 47 
others; and in addition has translated 
five volumes of Maeterlinck. Moreover, 
he has written 82 volumM of noi\-dra- 
mstic works. Following 'up his thest- 
rical ambitions Iri 1916, he assum^ the 
managemf^nt of his own theater in 


Madrid. His company presented plays 
of the modem repertoire. This com- 
pany has twice visited the western con- 
tinent, travelling from Buenos Aires to 
New York, and achieving success 
throughout Ihe trip. 

His plays reflect his idealism, ro- 
mance and happy marriage. Hie writ- 


into mysteries of the feminine. Hi 
women shows more noble, eharmipg 
and stronger characters than do the 
male roles. He denies in his various 
opuses that there is any great purpose 
in life other than love, which he makes 
the central theme of all hia writings. 
His works are unusual because of the 
lack of villains, In the conventior.al 
sense, and of supermen. In later life 
he showed a rather distinct fiair for 
penning mystery tales. His plays may 
be characterized as being packed full 
of emotion with the tender portrayal 
of love remaining uppermost; briefly 
Sierra might be said to represent the 
so-called modern French impression- 
istic school. 

Writes Plays and Music 
Perhaps his best known play is “The 
Cradle Song,” which has been trans- 
lated into many languages. Its most 
fantous run was when Eva LaGallienne 
produced it in her Civil Repertory The- 
ater in New York; starting January, 
1927, it played to appreciative audi- 
ences 120 consecutive times. Another 
famous opus, “The Kingdom of God,” 
was played by Bthel Barrymore to in- 
augurate the opening of her theater in 
December, 1928. He has written two 
musical comedies, “Margot” and “Ln 
■Tirana,” ^d a light opera libretto, 
“Las Gallondinoa.” “The Romantic 
Young Lady” which, is being pre- 
sented by our own Cue and Cur-
